Deaths Lead 


Births In ‘30 


Vital Statistics For 
Year Show Gain In 
All Features 


Reflecting the continuing increase 
in the county’s population, deaths, 
births and marriages in the county 
during 1936 showed increases over sim- 
ilar figures for 1935. 


This is according to a report com- 
piled by County Recorder Charles 
Marsh. 


There were 157 deaths in the county 
in 1935 and last year this number was 
increased to 160. 


Births showed a greater gain. In 

1935 the number of births was 108 but. 
in 1936 this was increased to 157. 
. Cupid fared better in the county in 
1936, too. Although a number went 
from the county to Reno and cther 
Nevada points, there were 57 mar- 
riages in the county during the year. 
This was a gain of 14 over the figuere 
for 1935.

Frozen, snow filled ditches have caus- 


ed a water famine in Georgetown, 
Greenwood, Cool, Garden Valley and 
Kelsey. Several mines have closed or 
have curtailed operations and George- 
town is left virtually without fire pro- 
tection says a Sacramento paper. 

Approximately 2,000 persons are af- 
fected. 

Advices from Georgetown indicate 
the water was turned out of the main 
ditch above there during the storm. 
Dry ditches filled with snow and froze. 

A similar water shortage lasted fora 


month in 1932: At that time there was 
water in the two reservoirs there. They 
since have filled with silt.
